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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .47, filed December 1 7, 2004. 
The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS 
from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) are permitted. 

Petitioner requests the acceptance of an affidavit under 37 CFR 1.131 although it is not signed bv

A petition under 37 CFR 1.47 is appropriate when the signature of an inventor cannot be 
obtained on the original oath or declaration for the application. Once an application has received 
a fully executed oath or declaration and been placed on the files for examination, the provisions 
of 37 CFR 1 .47 no longer apply.

As t9 (B), petitioner my wish to determine if the subject matter of the claim(s) under rejection 
was mvented solely by the two inventors willing to sign the application. 

As to (D), a review of assignment records indicates the inventors assigned the application to 
Cisco Technology, Inc. The assignee may sign the affidavit on behalf of an inventor when it is 
not possible to produce the affidavit or declaration of the inventor.
